plan which Is obviously needed" 
and that "a national park would 
assuro Uiat any mining would 
be subject to regulation to give 
, Uio utmost In protection, should 
such mining occur." 

Gov. Samiielson, In his 
stJitehfiont read by At Minton, 
head of the Department of 
Cornmcrco and Development, 
womod that "through Uio years 
this stiito's basic revenue has 
come-from nnturnl resources." 

Hc_Ltirge(L_tlLiit '■propo.snlfl 
before us today bu backed up 
witli n detailed ^input-output 
study so tliat the very best use 
of tlio Shwtootli-Stnnlcy area is 
made for all concerned." 

"It would appear that tlie first 
step would be tliat a realistic 
Inventory of tlie economic 
wealth and scenic values in Uiis 
nroa should be made and 
thoroughly reviewed and

"Secondly, with this inr 
formation and facts before, us, 
tJiat an administrative policy 
and 0 program bo formulated 
and Included -as part of tho 
legislation. Tlic least we should 
strive for is clear gulilollnes to 
ln.suro continuity of programs 
and elimination of con- 
tradictory and arbitrary 
positions thrpugh various 
federal agencies, local 
govomnront and our people. 

"To tills end I would suggest 
that tlio state of -Idaho, tho 
Congress of tho United States, 
together with various agencies 
Involved, generate Immodlotc' 
and tliorough lnput*output study 
of all the potential of the area 
under consideration.

Dear Dr. Tliostcson: What 
causes edema (or dropsy) and 
is there a troi^tmont a person 
con uAo to cose Uie swelling at 
home? - F. O. 

ir you'd given me some notion 
of your age and physlcol con- 
dition, perhaps I could give you 
a more specific answer. 

It's not difficult to give 
several causes of cdcmo, so I 
guess you'll have to choose what 
applies to ypu. 

Hormone levels, some 
medications, excess salt in tho 
diet, faulty circulation, - and 
other conditions (including 
pregnancy) can cause edema. 

Edema (or tho older term, 
dropsy) means that water and 
.sodium arp being retained in 
moro-tluin-nonnal amounts In 
Uio body tissues. 

Many women have some 
degree of edema which cometi 
and goes with the rise and fall of 
hormones (estrogen) In the 
menstrual cycle, Uils can be 
accentuated If the woman gets
